“You will rob m y brother's chil­ 
dren of their bread ?” she cried; and the 
whip fell upon the w om an's shoulders. 
“Take that, and that, and th a t!” she re­ 
peated; 
and each tim e the blacksnake 
wound about Mrs. Reed’s face and should­ 
ers. 
The m an whom Mrs. Reed accompanied 
appeared to m ake no effort to shield her, 
and the little woman was left to light her 
own battle. 
She did not fight, but ran 
down the street. 
Miss W alls was close be­ 
hind. She caught Mrs. Reed, and again 
the merciless lash was wrapped around her 
face and shoulders. 
Mrs Reed’s cries for help were heard 
around the neighborhood. 
H er clothes 
were torn from the waist down by the lash, 
and big welts swelled upon her face and 
neck. Several people tried to interfere, 
but, as they did so, the two men who ac­ 
companied Miss Walls, and who had fol­ 
lowed her closely, stepped up. They drew 
revolvers and exclaimed, “A hole will be 
put through the first man who interferes. 
This woman deserves all she gets.’’ 
Mrs. Reed escaped again and ran. She 
was overtaken, and as she scrambled up 
the steps of the house her torn skirts were 
seized by Miss Walls, who held her and 
again applied the lash with vigor. The 
victim then got away. 
Mrs. Reed is badly 
hurt and is suffering great agony, being 
neither able to lie or sit down. 
Large 
welts m ark her face, shoulders and other 
parts of her body. 
It is understood that no prosecution will 
be made. 
Mr. W alls disappeared when 
the horsewhipping began and no one has 
seen him since. 
H e has been giving all 
bis money to Mrs. Reed, and his wife and 
three babies have been actually starving.

T h e D e a d B o d y o f a S u ic id e T a p p in g a t 
th e D o o r. 
P i t t s b u r g (Pa.), May 19th.—Yesterday 
m orning at 3 o'clock J. W. Waggoner, a 
guest at Beley’s H otel, was awakened by 
som ething like a tapping at his window. 
He got up in bed and peered out into the 
night, and was thrilled by horror to see the 
w hite face of a corpse. 
The body was hanging by a chain around 
its neck from a window on the floor above, 
and the wind in swaying it about caused 
the noise that awakened Waggoner. The 
eyes of the corpse were wide open and the 
hands were clasped together. 
Aa soon as Waggoner recovered from the 
shock he alarmed the household. The 
body proved to be that of John Sm ith, an 
oil driller.

A G A IN ST T H E MORMON’S. 


T h e S u p re m e C o u rt D e c id e s A d v e rse ly 
to th e C h u rc h . 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 19th.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-dav rendered 
sn opinion of vital interest to the Mormon 
Church in the suit of the Church of the 
Latter Day Saints against 
the United 
States, which comes here on appeal from a 
decision of the Supreme Court of U tah in 
favor of the United States. This Court 
affirms that judgm ent. 
The case grows out of the Edm unds 
anti-polygamy law, which dissolved the 
Mormon Church corporation and escheated 
to the United States the real estate owned 
by the church. 
The Mormons entered suit to have the 
law 
declared 
unconstitutional, on 
the 
ground that Congress assumed judicial 
powers, that the Act of the Legislative As­ 
sembly of Utah incorporating the church 
constituted a contract which could not be 
impaired by Congress UDder its authority 
to repeal Territorial enactments, snd that 
the doctrine of escheat was alien to the 
spirit of tree institutions. 
On the part of the United States it was 
contended that Congress had the authority 
to repeal all Territorial enactments; that 
the Act incorporating the chnrch was as 
invalid as any attem pt to establish a re­ 
ligion contrary to the provisions of the 
Constitution: that the charter should be 
annulled for the abuse of granted rights, 
and that when the church corporation dis­ 
solved there was no one to whom to turn 
over the property and it was properly es­ 
cheated to the United States. 
Justice Bradley delivered the opinion. 
Chief Justice Fuller said he and Justices 
Field and Lam ar were constrained to dis­ 
sent. Congress unquestionably has power 
to suppress polygamy and it is immaterial 
w hether the crime was committed in the 
nam e of religion. B at Congress has not 
the power to seize and confiscate the prop­ 
erty of corporations because they may 
have been guilty of crime. 


BYN UM A N D B A Y N E . 


H e C o n sid e re d H is D e n u n c ia tio n a B a d g e 
o f D e c o ra tio n . 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 19th.—In the House 
last Saturday, during the debate on the 
tariff bill, Bayne read a letter from Jam es 
E. Campbell of Pittsburg, who had been 
denounced by Bynum , McMullio, W ilson 
of W est Virginia and others as a falsifier 
and perjurer, in which Campbell charged 
Bynum with having said : 
“Fifteen dol­ 
lars is enough for any workingm an,” and 
calling Bynum and W ilson "dishonorable 
m en.” 
The reading caused an acrimonious de­ 
bate, and bitter words passed between By­ 
num and Bayne. Chairman Grosvenor was 
unable to keep the House in order, the 
confusion was so great, and the Committee 
of the W hole rose after Bynum ’s lan­ 
guage was recorded and the Chairman re­ 
ported to the House. 
Cutcheon then moved that Bynum be 
called before the floor of the House, and 
after Cutcheon’s resolution was widely 
discussed his motion was carried by a party 
vote, except McKenna of California, who 
voted with the Democrats. 
Bynum was 
then escorted to the bar of the House, fol­ 
lowed by all the Democratic represent­ 
atives, who refused to be seated while By­ 
num was being censured, claiming that his 
cause was that of the party. Speaker Reed 
pronounced the House’s censure, to which 
B ynum responded that he considered it, 
under the circumstances, a badge of dec­ 
oration. The House then adjourned. 


N o rth a n d S o u th A m e ric a . 
W a s h in g to n , May I9th.—The President 
to-day transm itted to the 
Senate 
and 
House the letter of the Secretary of State 
asking an appropriation for the prelim in­ 
ary survey for an intercontinental railroad, 
to connect the railroad systems of the 
United States and South America. The 
President, in transm itting the letter, says 
the creation of the new and improved 
steamship lines undoubtedly fam ishes the 
readiest means of developing an increased 
trade with the Latin-American nations, 
but it shonld not be forgotten that it is pos­ 
sible to travel by land from W ashington to 
the southernm ost point of South America, 
and that the opening of railroad com m uni­ 
cation with these friendly States will give 
to them and us facilities for intercourse 
and exchange of trade of special value. 
H a rris o n ’s P ro g ra m m e . 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 19th.—The Star to­ 
night says it is reported to day that Presi­ 
dent Harrison said, in a way to get it to 
the ears of the Republicans, that he would 
not sign any bill for the free coinage of 
silver or any bill which was passed by the 
aid of the votes of Democrats. 
Any bill to be a Repnblican measure, 
then, m ust have enough Republican votes 
to pass it w ithout counting the Democrats 
who vote with them. 
It is understood that there has been a 
proposition on foot for the Democratic 
Senators to vote with the silver R epubli­ 
cans, in return for which the Republican 
free coinage men would vote against the 
proposed Federal election law.

W a s h in g to n , May 19th.—The Supreme 
Court rendered an opinion holding uncon­ 
stitutional the law of M innesota requiring 
all fresh meats sold in the State to be cut 
from anim als slaughtered within the State 
and inspected twenty-four hoars before the 
slaughter.

W a s h in g to n , May 19th.—The Supreme 
Court has rendered an opinion affirming 
the judgm ent of the Circuit Court in the 
suit of Cornell University against Fiske in 
the well-known Fiske will contest.

IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 19th.—In the Senate to-day

Lead Association of Nevada, protesting against 
th e tree im portation of lead ores.

The appropriation for 
th e increase ot the navy is placed at 88,120,000, 
being an addition ol 8475,000 over the House 
bill. In addition to the new vessels authorized 
by the House the Senate com m ittee adds one 
sw ift torpedo cruiser o f 750 tons displacem ent, 
w ith a speed of tw enty-three knots an hour, 
and to cost 1350,000, and one torpedo-boat to 
cost Sl'25.000. The other am endm ents are as lol- 
lows: For com pleting the sectional dry dock at 
Mare Island, 815.000; for ex tra tools, etc., at 
M are Island, 360,170 (being an increase ol 320,170 
over the House bill); to establish an Assistant 
Q uarterm aster’s office at San Francisco w ith one 
clerk. 31,400; for rent of buildings to be used for 
m anufactured clothiDg, and for Assistant Quar­ 
term asters’ offices at P hiladelphia and San 
Francisco. 81,780. 
At 12:40 Jone6' silver bill cam e up as unfin­ 
ished business, and Dolph took the floor for a 
set speech on it. 
Dolph spoke un til 4 o’clock. H e w as of the 
opinion th a t international bim etallism was d e­ 
sirable. He thought th at the Secretary o f the 
T reasury's plan was open to fewer objections 
th an any yet proposed.

He (Bayne) had great re­ 
spect for Wilson. 
Wilson then said he was content w ith the state­

The vote on th e am endm ent stood*. Ayes 110, 
noes 133. 
Biggs voted w ith the Dem ocrats. 
Clunie w ith the Republicans. 
B utlerw orth and 
h alf a dozen other Republicans voted w ith the 
Democrats. 
H opkins offered an am endm ent im posing a 
duty of 1J4 cents per pound on m ixed ores—a 
reduction of 1 cent. 
This was defeated—aves 
101, noes 132. 
All the am endm ents eh an g irg th e duty on 
lead ores were voted dow n 
The bill stands a- 
reported irorn the com m ittee in this respect. 


BOND ELECTION. 


T h e T ax H e a rtily S u p p o rte d b y L e a d in g 
C itizen s. 
The meeting called for last evening by 
the Chairman of the Im provement Asso­ 
ciation to consider the bond election m at­ 
ter, was well attended. There were pres­ 
ent, C. A. Luhrs, C. W . Baker, J. W. W il­ 
son, John Batcher, J. 0 . Coleman, I). A. 
Lindley, C. H . Cummings, S. Tryon, City 
Trustee Wolf, John Black, C. E. Grunsky, 
Thomas Hague, S. K. Carrington, J. M. 
Milliken, E. K. Alsip, Dr. H untington, 
Thomas Hook, E Twitchell, John Eitel, 
M. J. Dillmau, David Lubin, Dr E. A. 
Brune, Richard Irvine, Dr. G. M. Dixon, 
Thomas Hook, Dr. \V. A. Briggs, Dr. 
Parkinson, Dr. G. L. Sim mons aud some 
twenty others. 
President Luhrs explained the object of 
the meetiug to be to devise methods for 
aiding in securing the success of the com­ 
ing bond election. 
He spoke of the gen­ 
eral desire of the public to have the city 
pay a portion of the expense of improving 
the streets. 
Mr. Carrington favored a house-to house 
canvass, by dividing the city into districts 
aud assigning committees to perform the 
work. 
He believed the success of the elec­ 
tion would insure prosperity and give work 
to a large num ber of men. 
Undoubtedly 
most of the people are in favor of the plan, 
but some may need education on the sub­ 
ject. 
If the streets were im proved and the 
city’ benefited, there would be 50,000 popu­ 
lation here w ithin five years. 
J. W . Wilson said the proposition was a 
grand one, and hoped it would be carried. 
H e had not found a m an opposed to it, but 
had heard of one m an. 
He could not be­ 
lieve the proposition was in the least dan­ 
ger, as it was so full of promise to the city. 
Mr. Grunsky introduced the following 
resolution, which was adopted : 
Resolved, T hat it is the sense of this m eeting 
th at the call for an election to vote $100,000 of 
bonds should clearly aud unequivocally set 
forth th at the fund created by the sale of said 
bonds, w hen issued, shall be used only for the 
purpose o f paving one-fourth of the cost ot per­ 
m anent street im provements. 
Mr. Lindley explained his understand­ 
ing of the provisions of the law authorizing 
the Trustees to pay a portion of the cost of 
street improvements. The proposed tax 
was expected to cover a period of about 
four years in defraying the city's portion of 
street improvements. 
It was in the nature 
of a contribution by propertv-ow ntrs to 
aid in improving the city. 
Much of the 
property is owned by non-residents, and 
this plan would compel that class and the 
down-town m erchants to pay their share of 
the cost of improving the streets. 
J. O. Coleman suggested that perhaps it 
would be a good idea to enlist the support 
of the ladies, as he had at last come to re­ 
alize the power of woman’s influence. 
Mr. Black wants it understood that all 
streets be treated alike, and notone favored 
more than another. 
Mr. Sanborn, President of the Council of 
Federated Trades, said he was certain that 
the sm aller property-owners and laboring 
men would be found to favor the tax. Op­ 
position to such thiugs usually came from 
the more wealthy class. 
If the city will 
meet the cost of the intersections, he be­ 
lieved the property-owners would be will­ 
ing to improve the streets. Sacramento 
possessed unusual advantages as a business 
center, and is to-day the best in Northern 
California. 
H e felt safe in saying that the 
working classes would stand in and support 
the election. 
Mr. Lindley proposed a holiday on the 
day of election, which was opposed by 
Messrs. Coleman and Alsip. 
Mr. Alsip said he had known of but one 
prom inent man who did not favor the lax. 
H e believed the unanim ity with which the 
people would support it would surprise the 
public. 
He had been inform ed by the 
agent of a rich English insurance company 
in San Francisco that the latter believed 
his company would like to take all the 
bonds at par that the city would let them 
have. 
Mr. Lubin also opposed a holiday, which 
m eant a general exodus to the country. 
Mr. Hague spoke of what energy and 
public spirit had done in Fresno, and said 
that Sacramentaos m ust do som ething to 
invite new-comers. 
If this election should 
be carried it would mean the turning point 
in the history of Sacramento. 
Dr. Simmons said the money expended 
as proposed would all come back to the 
taxpayers, and if the $100,000 should be 
voted it would result in a great stim ulus to 
business and population. 
If the city were 
properly improved people 
would come 
to winter, and spend hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars among us. as in the cities 
of the southern counties. 
At present they 
will not stay here because they cannot 
travel the streets. 
Secretary Baker moved that a committee 
of fifteen be appointed to take charge of Ihe 
election matter, they to appoint sub-com­ 
mittees, if necessary, to call upon business 
men and others and urge the success of the 
movement. 
The motion was carried, and the Presi­ 
dent was authorized to appoint the com­ 
m ittee later on. 
The business of the meeting having been 
completed, Mr. Lubin and several others 
favored those present with rem arks on 
m atters pertaining to the city's interests.

A ll of th e A c to rs M ak e M o re T h a n a 
S u ccess - in c id e n ts . 
Obksammergai , May 19th—The princi­ 
pal rehearsal of the Passion plav began at 
8 o’clock this morning, and. wiih an i: ser­ 
val of an hour ami a half, continued till 0 
o’clock this evening 
At 5:30 o’clock this 
m orning a cannon was fired and a band 
paraded ihe streets to arouse the people. 
At ti o'clock there were services at the 
church. 
The beginning of the play was 
announced by the discharge of a cannon. 
Between all acts a chorus of guardian 
angels, derived from the Greek chorus, 
comes on the platform before the stage 
with colored maúlles over white robes. 
The chorus retires through side colonnades 
and a tableaux from the Old Testam ent 
comes on. illustrative of the following 
scene in the Passion. 
After a prologue hv the chorus came 
Christ's entry into Jerusalem . The en­ 
tire enorm ous stage 
was crowded with 
gorgeous costumes. 
At length Christ ap­ 
peared, riding on an ass. 
The interest be­ 
came iutense and never flagged the long 
day. The cenler of interest was Josef 
Maier's renditiou of Christ. 
In the first 
act, when Christ expels the money chang­ 
ers from the temple, doves flew front the 
cages. 
In the second act the high council devel­ 
oped uniformly admirable acting, especially 
that of Caiphus. 
The Old Testam ent tab­ 
leaux, after the I)ore Bible, wore wonder­ 
fully arranged by Drawing Master Lang. 
In. the third act, the departure from 
Bethany, the \ irgin Mary appears, played 
well by Rosa Lang, danghter of the burgo­ 
master, 18 years old. The new plaver of 
Judas was seen to advantage iu the be­ 
trayal scene. 
His words were uncertain, 
but his acting was very natural. He shows 
at his best when he hangs himself. 
The acting of Pilate was perfect. 
In the 
scene when Jesus is brought before him by 
the people there were 700 on the stage. 
After this came the massing of dram atic 
effects—the scouiging, the procession to 
Calvary aud the climax of the crucifixion, 
Mier’s superb figure hanging to the cross 
twenty-five minutes, supported bv an in­ 
visible iron plate at his back and feet. 
H e 
pronounces the seven words on the cross 
with iodiscribable intensity and the great­ 
est impressiveness. 
The descent from the cross, after Durer, 
was one of the best artistic groupings in 
the play. There was a dram atic exit from 
the grave, Christ being in white silk. The 
ascension, by Machy, theclosingeflect took 
place to the sound of a chorus of jubilant 
hsllelojahs. 
Most of the visitors, except 
the English and Americans, left at once.

Dunston has been for forty years a resident 
of 
St. Petersburg, at the head of the 
concern which prints all Russia's paper 
money. 
H e asserts that K ennan is a 
vicious sensationalist,, who willfully m is­ 
represents. 
Russian prisons, he says, are 
no worse than those of ail European coun­ 
tries, and the exile system no worse than 
England’s exportation scheme. 
The food, 
accommodations and treatm ent are equal 
to the average. 
Dunston asserts that the Russian peas­ 
ant is in every sense equal to the English 
peasant, and that K ennan’s charge that 
drunkenness is a national disease is un­ 
founded. 
Russians are not quarrelsom e 
when in drink. Saloons are rigidly regu­ 
lated. 
An excellent school system, con­ 
stantly being improved, is in force 
The 
recent “riots” in the college at St. Peters­ 
burg he characterizes as sim ply a protest 
against the extra compensation demanded 
by the officers of the school, aud in no 
sense a reflection on the Government. 
The strongest part of Mr. D unstou’e talk 
ia his enthusiastic claim that the N ihilists 
are few iu num ber and composed ot jeal­ 
ous women ami unreasonable men who 
have a grievance, and that the vast bulk of 
the Russians of all classes respect and love 
the Czar.

or provoked France to attack her. Ger­ 
many well understood that Russia would 
intervene to protect France if attacked, just 
as Germany would aid Austria if Russia 
attacked her.”

“ POSTAL INCOMPETENCY.’' 


On the 12th of April the R ecord-U nion 
contained an editorial article under the 
title above quoted, in which it charged 
that letters mailed in San Francisco for 
the early evening trains for this city were 
frequently held in the San Francisco office 
for a later train, much to the inconvenience 
of correspondents, and often with the effect 
of inflicting loss upon business men of this 
city, and that the long-standing annoyance 
demanded prominence of complaint. Direct 
instances were given, and the specific 
charges were sustained by evidence that ad­ 
mitted of no denial. 
AVe showed beyond 
question that there is not the certainty 
that should obtain that a letter posted in 
San Francisco at 3 P. M. or earlier will 
reach this city by the first afternoon mail 
train, that leaves the metropolis at 3:30, or 
the next, which leaves at 5, and that let­ 
ters are often held until the next overland 
train, which reaches here at 11:40 p. m. 
This it was shown proved that the mid­ 
night mail is an inconvenience, indeed an 
absolute hindrance to business men, and it 
was advised that it be abandoned, in order 
to compel the San Francisco office to make 
up its mail for the early train, and thus 
enable Saeramentans to receive their mail 
matter early enough iu the evening to 
respond, if necessary, the same night, or to 
send on communications related to the 
same by the east-bound mail at midnight. 
Our article called the attention of the 
San Francisco postal officials to the mat­ 
ter, hut none was given, and we abandoned 
hope of any remedy being applied through 
such agencies. 
But the matter did not 
sleep ; the Philadelphia Bureau of Press 
Clippings noted the complaint, and for­ 
warded a copy of the R e c o r d -U n io n 
editorial to the Postal Department at 
Washington. 
Documents now in our pos­ 
session, through the courtesy and official 
duty of Postmaster Stephens of this city 
enable us to continue the history of the 
affair, which is of special importance to 
this community, because of the hope that 
the agitation will serve to bring about the 
long-needed reform, and without which 
important business interests are hindered, 
and possibly life itself imperiled. 
It will 
be noted that the inefficiency originally 
charged is emphasized by the correspond­ 
ence we quote, as it is disclosed that by a 
species of red-tape ingenuity the protest 
against poor service was made to encounter 
the risk of being side-tracked. 
April 25th, from Washington, D. C.> 
General Superintendent of the Railway 
Mail Service, 
forwarded 
the Kf.uori>- 
L n io n article to Jas. L. Wilder, Superin­ 
tendent Eighth Division of the Railway 
Mail Service at San Francisco for his 
action. 
April 30th Mr. Wilder sent the article 
and the reference tag referred to, to an­ 
other official with this indorsement: 
Referred to T. J. Ford, Esq.. .Superintendent 
of Mails, lor such remarks as he may desire to 
make. Please return papers. 
J as. L. I\ iliiei'.. Superintendent. 
No inquiry was made by Mr. AVilder at 
the R ei o u d -U n io n office or at the Sacra­ 
mento Postoflice, where he could have 
ascertained the facts within twenty-four 
hours, and have examined the proofs. 
May 3d Mr. Ford returned the docu­ 
ments with this attached note: 
Respectfully returned to Superintendent R. 
M. 8.. Eighth Division, for his iuformatton. For 
some time past I have bceu present when the 
Sacra men'..* mail Das been closed out. and am 
positive that it has all lieen promptly dis­ 
patched. 
If the Sacramento Record Union 
will furnish us with the evidence we will then 
be able to investigate this matter, and if it is 
found tiiat the charge* are well founded, a 
remedy will be applied; without, we can do 
nothing.

M r. Ford does not appear to have 
thought it to be his duty to advise the 
R bcori>-Union of his desire—if he enter­ 
tained it—to have the proofs laid before 
him .

I will 
state the particular case which caused the pub­ 
lication, but it is only one of twenty -imilar in ­ 
stances 1 could have reported. On the 9th of 
April, about noon. I received this telegram from 
San Francisco: “Get letter by mail to-night, on 
3:30 Overland.’’ On the arrival of that train 
and the distribution of its mail. I was at the 
l<ostoflice. The letter looked for did not come, 
though I received other letters mailed in San 
Francisco at 3 p. m. 1 then waited for the mail 
arriving here at 9:10 p. m., and was again disap­ 
pointed, though again getting letters from ban 
Francisco. W hen the 11:10 mail arrived at the 
Postoflice at midnight I was again on haud, ac­ 
companied by Mr. J. A. Woodson. The first 
letter I got from that mail was postmarked in 
the San Francisco office at 6 p m., aud about 1 a. 
m. I got the letter I had been waitiug for all 
night, and which it was of the utmost import­ 
ance I should have early. I at once, aud before 
leaving the office, called the attention of the 
distributing clerk to the postmarks, showing 
that one ot the letters (the one I had been ad­ 
vised of} was postmarked in the General office 
in San 1 rancheo at 3 p. M., aud the other iu the 
same office at 6 p. jr., and both were stamped ou 
the back as received at Sacramento at 12 m id­ 
night. 
) am positive that they both came in on 
that mail, lor both Mr. Woodson and myself saw 
the young man take them from the pouch. You 
will remember that on the day following I took 
both of the envelopes to you and showed you 
the postmarks. You stated that there was’ no 
question but that the letter had been delayed 
in the San Francisco Office. I kept the en­ 
velopes for some time to show to my San Fran­ 
cisco correspondent, as evidence that 1 had not 
received his letter at the proper time, and they 
have since been mislaid, so that I cannot now- 
hand them to you; but both you and the young 
man who distributed the mail that night will 
remember the circumstance perfectly, as I re­ 
member stating the. case rather forcibly., As 
these papers are to go back to Washington. I 
hope you Rud the distributing clerk will add 
your evidence to mine iu connection w ith this 
particular instance. If Mr. Wilder requires fur­ 
ther evidence, I think I shall be able to find 
many others who have liad similar experience. 
A'ery respectfully,

As stated, the purpose of such extended 
publication of this case is to bring about 
needed reform 
in 
the m atter of the 
m ail service between this city and San 
Francisco. 
AVe repeat, for emphasis, th at 
the m idnight mail to Sacramento should 
be abandoned or the San Francisco oftiee 
compelled to forward Sacramento mail 
m atter by the evening trains and in the 
order of deposit. 
Letters th at are posted 
in the San Francisco office in ample time 
for the morning mail via Benicia should 
not he held, as has been and is still done 
occasionally, for dispatch via Stockton, 
thus delaying their arrival here nearly 
three hours. 
Postm arking should not be 
made, as is sometimes done, over the post­ 
age stamp, thus rendering it all but im ­ 
possible to read the date of deposit in the 
mailing office. 
It is to be regretted th at business men 
who make sim ilar complaints to th at pre­ 
ferred by the 
R e c o r d - Union have not 
pressed these m atters upon the attention 
of the department, and th at they have not 
preserved the evidence of the delinquen­ 
cies of the mailing departm ent of the San 
Francisco office. They say th at they “have 
not thought it would be of any use to do 
so;” they dislike extrem ely to be involved 
in the red tape entanglem ent th at the 


R e c o rd -1 nion case proves to be necessary 
to secure action on the part of the Pacific 
coast representatives of the general depart­ 
ment. 
So far as this paper is concerned, 
however, it is prepared to substantiate its 
charges by testimony th at is irrefutable, 
and it proposes to assist the AVashington 
departm ent in its praiseworthy endeavor 
to instill some vitality into its supervising 
representatives 
upon this coast, since, 
upon the promptness of dispatch and de­ 
livery of mail m atter large business inter­ 
ests are dependent.

THE IMPROVEMENT ELECTION. 


1 he election th at 
is 
to determ ine 
w hether this city will vigorously and sen­ 
sibly proceed to improve its highways will 
soon be held. 
AVe much mistake the tone 
of public sentim ent if the vote is not over­ 
whelmingly in favor of authorizing the 
issue of the necessary certificates of indebt­ 
edness. 


It is not, and never has been, proposed 
that the entire issue shall be made at once. 
It will not be necessary to do so this year, 
d we may hope th at it never will be 
necessary to issue the full am ount of bonds 
to be authorized. 
In all probability $25,­ 
000 will be ample for the present. 
The 
sum realized on such a sale will enable the 
eople to do all the work th at time will 
perm it before the next rainy season sets in. 
It is not, therefore, so momentous a 
m atter, so far as money is concerned, as 
the very few who oppose the issue of the 
bonds assume. 
Up to a very recent period 
Sacramento had a street intersection fund, 
and street improvement was aided by the 
city at large paying the cost of intersection 
work. 
All th a t the present proposition 
amounts to is a return to that system, 
which can lie done only in the manner 
proi>osed, because of the general street law 
of the State. 
The money to be realized upon the 
bonds is all to lie expended at home, and 
under the new and economic system of 
street-paving will produce greater results, 
dollar for dollar than any previous ex­ 
penditure. 
It is as just to ask that the 
city at large shall bear a fair proportion of 
general street improvement, as to call upon 
it to light, sprinkle, sweep and repair the 
streets at general cost. 
Because some of 
the people, under the State law that Inter­ 
vened and destroyed our intersection fund, 
have been compelled to pay for intersec­ 
tion work on the basis of front-foot assess­ 
ments, is not a good reason for continuing 
the error. 
To do so will be to cripple im­ 
provement that will, if carried out as fully 
as Is intended, enhance not only values 
but the desirableness of residence, and the 
comforts of life iu Sacramento. 
It is not the purjiose, however, to now 
enter into all the phases of strong argu­ 
ment why the proposed issue should be 
made. 
There is time enough for that, and 
a short and spirited campaign is desirable, 
but the people should think upon the sub­ 
ject, and when the announcement of the 
date of the election is made the friends of 
the proposition will be prepared to meet 
any possible objections or doubts that may 
be raised.

For some tim e it has been currently re­ 
ported that im portant changes m ight be 
looked for in the m anagem ent of the Fruit 
Union, and that a num ber of the heaviest 
shippers m ight be expected to leave its 
ranks at any mom ent. 
Ou Saturday a special meeting of the 
union was called in San 
Francisco, at 
which President P. E . P latt tendered his 
resignation as President and Director, and 
Engene J. Gregory also resigned as one of 
the Executive Committee of three and as a 
Director. 
This action on the part of these gentle­ 
m en means that neither the firm of the AV. 
R. Strong Company or Gregory Bros. Co., 
fruit shippers, will hereafter ship any of 
their fruit through the California F ruit 
Union. As these two houses have in the 
past been the heaviest shippers and sup­ 
porters that the union had, their action 
has attracted considerable attention. 
A R ecord-U n io n reporter called on both 
gentlemen yesterday in regard to the m at­ 
ter. 
‘ 
MR. PLATT’S REASONS. 
Mr. Platt, upon being seen, said : 
“Yes, 
I have resigned from the F ruit Union both 
as President and Director, and our house 
will hereafter ship independently of that 
concern. For nearly three years we have 
worked w ith the union, and of course have 
our reasons now for withdrawing. The 
original intention and expectation of the 
F ruit Fnion was that it would control, cen­ 
tralize and protect from unjust aud unne­ 
cessary competition, and consequent slaugh­ 
tering of prices, the frnit crop of California. 
This m uch desired result has by no means 
been attained, and I am satisfied that it 
will never be possible, even if it were de­ 
sirable, that the product should be cor­ 
nered by any concern, no m atter how pow­ 
erful it m ight become. 
“California fruit has become a staple ar­ 
ticle in the East, and is being sougtit for 
by responsible dealers all over the country. 
W hat we w ant is that Eastern dealers 
should handle California fruit more largely 
than ever. 
AVe want to encourage them 
to take hold of it, and so far as possible to 
spread the fruit over the country and in ­ 
troduce it iuto as m any different channels 
a3 possible. 
We cannot get this general 
result if dealers are obliged to nay tribute 
to some particular concern such as the 
Fruit Union or any other combination that 
m ight seek to control aud regulate the dis­ 
tribution. 
“A nother reason that we had for w ith­ 
drawing from the union is that it was ex­ 
pensive and could do us nc particular good 
iu return for the expense. The machinery 
of the union costs a great deal of money to 
run. There are a good many conflicting 
interests, and it becomes unwieldy, and 
could not be regulated so as to m eet'the re­ 
quirem ents of our rapidly increasing trade. 
We have no personal grievance against Mr. 
Buck, the manager of the union, and do 
not wish the union any harm . AVe simply 
think the field is wide enough, and there 
is fruit enough to supply both the union 
and outside shippers. 
“ We, of course, expect to get the ad­ 
vantage of the low freight rates which have 
been made largely at our personal solicita­ 
tion, and in m aking np trains we shall co­ 
operate with any and all shippers who 
may wish to get the advantage of the spe­ 
cial train system, and to ship fruit East in 
a practical m anner. 
We propose to work 
on a very broad platform, and one which 
will not be inimical to the best fruit iuter- 
es:s of California.” 


M R . G R EG O R Y T A L K S. 
Mr. Gregory readily consented to talk 
about the m atter. "The truth of the m at­ 
ter is,” said he. “I decided several m onths 
ago to take this step, as I have long since 
found that the m achinery of the Union 
was not a practical method for the hand­ 
ling and disposition of California fruits. 
Ip the first place the system involves a con­ 
siderable outlay in the way of salaries and 
other expenditures, w hile'the num ber of 
those who ship through the Union Las al­ 
ways been limited—confined, in fact, to a 
very few growers and shippers. This of 
course makes the share of expenses quite 
large to those who use the Union. 
"T he prim e object fur which the Union 
was originally created was to secure low 
rates of transportation by means cf special 
train service, and to bring about centraliza­ 
tion in the disposition of the fruit. Speak­ 
ing for Gregory Bros. Company, it is safe 
to state that we have undoubtedly shipped 
as m uch fruit through the Union as any­ 
one connected with that organization, and 
notw ithstanding the fact that the Union has 
been in existence for four years the m ajor­ 
ity of fruit shipped through it has bceu bv 
but a very few firms and individuáis—the 
major portion of the fruit growing com­ 
m unity preferring to use other methods for 
the disposition of their product. As a re­ 
sult the desired centralization has been at 
this instead of the other end, and the meas­ 
ure of the proportionate expenses have 
been 


D IV ID E D AM ONG A V E R Y F E W , 
Instead of between the great mass of fruit­ 
growers of the State, the latter presumably 
preferring to use other methods than the 
Union for the disposition of their products 
In other words. I resigned as a mem ber of 
the Executive Committee and as a Director 
of the Union because business principles 
prompted me to do so. I have no personal 
feelings against the personnel of the m an­ 
agement. In fact, I can say nothing de 
rogatory to Mr. Buck, the manager of the 
organization, who is certainly conscientious 
in bis desire to carry out the regulations 
and laws of the California Fruit Union. 
My dissatisfaction is with the management 
as a whole and not with any individual 
connected therewith. In other words, the 
method and principles of the organization 
is unsuited for our requirem ents, as the ex­ 
pensive machinery ot the concern places a 
heavy tax on those who desire to use it. 
“ I did not leave the Union with the in 
tentlon of joining into or forming any other 
sim ilar organization wherein salaries or 
fees are to be considered in connection 
with the m anipulation of such fruit ship­ 
ments as we may hereafter make. 
W hat, 
in my opinion, the general fruit industry 
requires is quick transportation at favora­ 
ble rates—such as now offered by the recent 
change,whereby seven cars shall constitute 
a special train, and at a reduction from 
last year’s rate—and the facilities necessary 
for the selecting, packing, shipm ent and 
disposition of choice merchantable stock. 
As I stated before, our bouse does not pro­ 
pose to enter into any fruit shipping’assc- 
ciation, but to m anipulate our business in 
our own way and according to the dictates 
of our own judgment, knowing that there 
can be no mistake in pursuing that course. 
Our object in withdrawing from the Union 
is not for the purpose of creating any an­ 
tagonism against the organization, but be­ 
cause it is infinitely more to our interest 
to do so. H aving that course in view, I, 
representing the house of Gregory Bros.’ 
Company, do not think’ it advisable or 
proper to rem ain a m em ber of the Direc­ 
tory of an institution through which I did 
not propose to do any further business.” 


WIFE-BEATER SILVA. 


T lie D eta ils o f H is B ru ta lity T old In 
Court Ye*ter<l*y. 
John Silva, stolid and indifferent, sat in 
Justice of the Teace H enry's court yester­ 
day afternoon, apparently little caring what 
the Court chose to do in regard to the 
charge of wife-beating which had been 
preferred against him . 
The details of Silva's brutal treatm ent of 
his delicate wife were given fully in the 
U ecurp U nion several days ago. together 
with the facts of his subsequent assault 
upon Janies A. Lamb, the teamster, who 
interceded for the poor woman. 
Silva, wheu he appeared in court yester­ 
day, was not represented by an attorney, 
and when an acquaintance asked him whv 
he 
had not secured coutjsel, he only 
shrugged his shoulders and replied that it 
was not necessary. 
Mr Lamb was the first witness for the 
prosecution. In answer to questions oy 
District Attorney Bruner, he said that 
Silva and he were neighbors at Third and 
T streeis, and bad been on friendly rela­ 
tions for two years or more, until last 
Thursday. On that morning about 6:30 
o'clock he heard loud screams in the street 
and, running to his door, saw Silva raining 
blow after blow upon bis wife. 
The poor 
woman rati into tee yard ard nnder the 
steps, but Silva followed and kicked her 
unmercifully. 
The witness' wife went 
over aud rem onstrated with Silva, but he 
drove her out. 
I 
Mrs. Lamb, a m ild-m annered, intelli­ 


gent lady, corroborated her husband’s tes- I 
tim ony, having also been a witness to the ' 
beating. “ When 1 went over to Silva's,” 
she said, “ Mrs. Silva was crying piteously, 
j 8he told me that her arm had teen broken 
by one of his kicks. I went home, but 
' presently heard more screaming in Silva's 
house. 
I went over again, and found the 
poor woman lyingagainst the slova, bruised 
and weeping. She said he had choked and 
kicked her again becauseshe had screamed 
in the street. 
A\Tben I upbraided Silva for 
his brutality he said he would kill his wife 
the next tim e sbe rau into the street. I 
rem inded him that it was only a few 
weeks ago that his wife had given birth to 
a child, and naturally was in a weak con­ 
dition; but it had no effect on him at all, 
except to m ake him m ádáer.” 
Mrs. Mary Frietas. who lives next door 
to the Lambs, testified that she heard Mrs. 
Silva screaming and begging her husband 
not to kill hc-r, but by the tim e she got to 
the door the trouble was all over.' She 
added, however, that it was a common 
think for Silva to beat his wife. In fact, 
the m atter was the talk of the neighbor­ 
hood. 
This closed the case for the prosecution, 
aud Judge H enry asked Silva if he had any 
testimony to offer. 
‘ 
Silva only stared at the Judge and made 
no reply. 
A m an whose nam e is also Silva, but 
who is not a relative of the defendant, in­ 
formed the Court that the defendant spoke 
very little English. This gentleman also 
volunteered his services as interpreter. He 
was accepted for w ant of a better one, but 
he didn’t prove much of a success. 
Through the irterpreter, Silva said the 
only evidence he had was that of his wife 
and his own. 
The wife was not present, but in order to 
give the defendant every possible advant­ 
age, both Judge H enry and District A ttor­ 
ney Bruner agreed to send for her. 
A recess was then taken to await the 
coming of Mrs. Silva. At the end of an 
hour she put in an appearance, aud the ex­ 
am ination was rtsum td. 
Mrs Silva took the witness-stand, and in 
a half-frightened way answered the ques­ 
tions asked by the Court and District At­ 
torney. She said that she ran out of the 
house Thursday morning, and her hus­ 
band went cut after her and "pushed her 
in.” She seemed afraid to say that he had 
beaten her, and the District Attorney did 
not insist upon aa answer. 
Silva then took the stand and made a 
rambling sort of a statem ent about “ m ak­ 
ing his family m ind him .” 
H e denied 
that he had kicked or choked his wife, but 
said that he “drove” her in from the street. 
He did not strike her, he said, and did nut 
know why she screamed. 
At the conclusion of Silva’s testimony 
Judge H enry wanted a physician to exam ­ 
ine Mrs. Silva, for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining the extent of her injuries, but she 
would not listen to the proposition. 
The case being then subm itted the Court 
prom ptly rendered a verdict of guilty. 
The charge of battery upon Lamb, which 
occurred the evening after the wife-beating 
affair, was next taken up. 
Lamb took the 
stand and told about his meeting with Silva 
and of his rem onstrating with the latter 
tor the cruel m anner in which he treated 
his wife. Silva told him he would kill the 
woman before long, and if any of the 
neighbors interfered be would kill them 
too. 
AVhen the witness told Silva that he 
(Lamb) would have him arrested, Silva as­ 
saulted him. 
Other witnesses 
corroborated 
Lam b’s 
statem ent 
Judge llr-nrv found Silva guilty of this 
charge, too. 
In passing judgm ent, the 
Court took occasion to give Silva a severe 
lecturing. 
He said he proposed to teach 
such people as Silva that the laws of the 
United States did r.ot encourage wife- 
beating. 
A m an who would strike a 
woman was nothing less than a brute. 
In 
conclusion Judge Henry sentenced Silva to 
pay a fine of $150—$100 for bearing his 
wife, and ¿50 for the assault upon Lamb— 
with the alternative ot spending one day 
in the County Jail for each dollar of the 
fine which was not paid. 
Silva’s friend—the other Silva—n ail the 
fine.

W ork o f the E lectric Com pany Ordered 
Stopped—The Coal Contract 
G host O nce More, 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Board of 
City Trustees, at which all the members 
were present, the Chief Engineer of the 
Water Works reported that during the 
week 26,247,000 gallons of water had been 
pumped, the Holly engine being in opera­ 
tion 109 hours, and the Stevens 70 hours. 


A CONTRACTOR BACKS WATER. 
Add. C. Hinkson appeared before the 
Board as attorney for Wm. C. Graf, the 
contractor, whose bid for laying a sewer- 
pipe on S street, from Seventeenth to Sixth, 
was the lowest. Mr. Hinkson said that he 
had put in his bid believing that the cost of 
pipe was twenty-five cents less per foot 
than it really was, he not having seen the 
pipe companies’ new schedule of prices 
until after he had handed in his bid. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved to lay the 
matter over for one week, and it was so or­ 
dered. 
TH E Y STREET GRADING. 
James Touhey asked the Board to post­ 
pone the proposed improving of Y-street 
for a couple of months. He said that at 
the present time dirt and sand was hard to 
get, and the delaying of the grading of the 
levee for a short time would not inconve­ 
nience anybody. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he had no ob­ 
jection, and the advertisement was ordered 
discontinued. 


TH E LATEST ELECTRIC SCHEME. 
W . N. Young, an attorney for the Sacra­ 
mento Electrical Construction Company, 
whose place of business is in San F ran ­ 
cisco, appeared before the Board and asked 
them to postpone the m atter of hearing the 
com pany’s agent on the intentions of the 
corporation. 
He said thev proposed laying 
underground wires, but that the electrician 
of the company, who was unavoidedly ab­ 
sent. could explain m atters better, and if 
the Board would postpone the m atter until 
next Monday he would be present and 
state to them the intentions of the new cor­ 
poration. 
It was so ordered. 


THAT COAL CONTRACT ONCE MORE. 
Mr. Cowen, agent of the Oregon Coal 
Company, wanted the Board to accept his 
bid for furnishing coal to the water works 
for the following year. H e claimed that 
the supposed letting of the contract was all 
irregular, and that if the Board had come 
right down to facts and figures it would 
have found that his bid was really the 
lowest. 
H e thought the better plan to get 
out of the m uddle would be to re-advertise 
for new bids, to be handed iu next Mon­ 
day.^ H e was prepared now to furnish coal 
for $8 23 per million gallons of water 
pumped, which was 25 cents lower than 
any other bid. 
Mayor Comstock said he believed the 
better way would be to wait for a couple of 
weeks, until the bill of the lone Coal Com­ 
pany for the first m onth would be handed 
in. There would then be a sort of tilt, he 
thought, and the discussion m ight term i­ 
nate matters. 
Trustee W olf said he was out of the 
fight. 
He believed at first, and believed 
now, that the lone Coal Company’s bid was 
the lowest one, and he was going to stav 
by them . 
Trustee McLaughlin said he thought the 
only way to straighten out matters would 
be to re-advertise and let the contract again. 
Mayor Comstock moved to lay the m atter 
over for three weeks. 
Trns ee McLaughlin moved to amend by 
readvertising for new bids, to be handed in 
next Monday. 
Trustee \Vo!f thought the latter's motion 
to amend was out of order. 
It was not an 
am endm ent, but a reconsideration of the 
action of the Board, as the contract was al­ 
ready let. 
Mayor Comstock declared Mr. McLangh- 
lin s motion out of order, and a vote being 
taken on the original motion it was carried, 
the Mayor and Trustee W olf voting in the 
affirmative, and Mr. M cLaughlin voting 
no. 
MEMORIAL DAY OBSERVANCE. 
An invitation was received by the T rus­ 
tees from the Grand Army of the Republic 
to participate in the observance of Memorial 
Day and accepted. 


PUBLIC SQUARES FOR PLAY-GROUNDS. 
A communication was received from the 
Im provem ent 
Association 
asking 
the 
Board to fit up as m any of the public 
squares in the city as possible, so that the 
boys of the city m ight have play-grounds. 
Douglass I.indlev spoke on the subject, 
stating that it ought to be done, and if it 
was not the boys would surely play in the 
streets, which was in violation of the law. 
It was resolved that the squares be not 
rented for pasturage any more, and that 
they be fixed up as play-grounds. 


TH E N-STREET GRADE. 
A petition was received from property- 
owners on N street, from Front to Second, 
asking that the street be not sloped to­ 
wards the alley, but towards Second street, 
as it would be belter for all parties con­ 
cerned. 
The matter was left in the discre­ 
tion of the Street Commissioner. 


DANGEROUS SIDEW ALKS. 
Henry Fuchs sent a communication to 
the Board stating that while passing along 
the sidewalk his boy stepped in a hole in 
front of 703 J street, and he wanted the 
Sidewalk Inspector’s attention called to 
the m atter. H e believed there was no use 
in trying to issue bonds to improve the 
streets on the outskirts of the city when ail 
along the north side of J street a person 
was not safe from falling. 
In some places 
planks and iron rods protruded, and there 
were other obstructions. 
The m atter was 
left to Trustee McLaughlin. 


OVERSTOCKED W ITH COIN. 
W . R. Campbell sent a communication 
to the Board stating that he would like to 
lend to the city $1,MX). It was placed on 
file. 
TH E FKRRY SEM INARY SALE. 
A comm unication was received 
from 
City Superintendent H art, of the city 
schools, notifying the Board 
that the 
Board of Education had confirmed the 
sale of the old Perry Sem inary building 
and property for $10,000. They wished 
the concurrence of the Board of Trustees. 
Trustee W olf said he was in favor of 
letting the property go at that price, but 
the question was taken under advisement 
for one week. 


TH E GAMING ORDINANCE. 
A proposed ordinance was read by the 
Mayor making it a misdemeanor for any 
person to have in his possession (unless it 
is shown that such possession is innocent) 
any faro-box, faro-table, faro-layout, faro- 
cases. faro-checks, or other instruments tor 
playing any banking came. 
It is further 
provided that any person being found 
guilty of auch crime shall be punished by 
a fine not less than $200 or imprisonment 
not less than 100 days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 
The ordinance was 
read for the first time and laid over for one 
week. 
HOWARD ASSOCIATION'S TAXES. 
J. C. Medley asked the Board to |cancel 
the taxes on the property of the Howard 
Benevolent Association. 
It was not a 
money-making 
association, 
but 
was 
founded for the purpose of helping the 
needy. 
Mr. Medley's request was relerred 
to the City Assessor. 


GROSS OR NET RECEITTS. 
A letter was received from Grove L. 
Johnson, in response to an inquiry made 
of him by the Board in reference »o the 
matter of the Trustees paving only 55 per 
cent, of the net proceeds of the Water 
W orks fund into the interest and sinking 
fund. 
He said he had not Investigated the 
question as thoroughly as its importance 
warranted, but from tbe attention he bad 
given the matter he was prepared to advise 
the Board that no liability would attach 
to the City Auditor or his bondsmen by 
reason of the Board's refnsal to set apart 
more than 55 per cent, of the net proceeds 
of the water rates, etc.. for the benefit of 
tbe interest and sinking fund. Moreover, 
if any liability should attach to the Au­ 
ditor and bis sureties by reason of such 
proceeding on the part of the Trustees, it 
*■ could be readily guarded against. If the 
Board determined to test the matter it was 
his opinion that the possible liability of 
the Auditor should not deter the Boara 
from their contemplated action. 


LESSER MATTERS. 
Several old bills cf Root, Neilson <fc Co. 
and tbe gas company, which tbe Mayor re­ 
fused to allow last Monday, were ordered 
paid by tbe unanimous voté of the Board. 
It was ordered that $5,000 be transferred 
from the general fund to the water-works 
fund. 
A bill of $712 50 for M. S. Flynn as Tree 
Inspector was allowed, A large number of 


other claims were ordered paid, and a re­ 
cess was t^ken until 1:30 p. m. 


STREETS TO BE IMPROVED. 
At the afternoon session the 
Board 
passed resolutions of intention to improve 
streets as follow s: 
O street, from Front to Tenth, the ex­ 
pense not to exceed $1 GO per front foot. 
H street, from Tenth to Twenty-third, 
the expense not to exceed $1 50. 
The contract for gradmg and improving 
L street, from Fifteenth to Twenty-eighth, 
was awarded to the Sacramento Street 
Grading Company. 


OBSTRUCTED SIDEW ALKS. 
A proposed ordinance was read regulat­ 
ing the manner of using sidewalks tor 
storing and handling goods, and imposing 
certain restrictions thereon. 
Mayor Comstock said he thought the 
ordinance would be a little difficult to en­ 
force. In fact, it hit him pretty hard, but 
he thought he could manage to dispose of 
his boxes in his cellar. Still, the enforce­ 
ment of such an order would work a hard­ 
ship on some. 
Mr. W olf said there were business houses 
down town that used too much of the side­ 
walk with machinery, etc. 
Mr. McLaughlin thought that no busi­ 
ness man should expect to use the side­ 
walk to store goods and articles, especially 
at night. The purpose of the ordinance 
was To restrict the hours in which the side­ 
walks could be used for that purpose. 


A SNIFF OF FIRECRACKERS. 
The Mayor brought up the subject of a 
Fourth ot July celebration. He said that 
citizens were already agitating the matter, 
aDd thought perhaps the Board might want 
to consider it. 
9 
Trustees McLaughlin and W oif Baid the 
Board bad not heretofore taken official 
action, except to decline to appropriate the 
money asked for a celebration. If they 
had paid it last year, the city funds would 
be now just that much further behind. 
Nothing was done about it. 


EIGHT HOURS— ACTION THREATENED. 
Mr. Frye, the representative of the Coun­ 
cil of Federated Trades, again wanted to 
know what the Board was going to do 
about the request to have city employes 
paid full wages for eight hours’ work a day. 
He did not wish to commence any action 
to have tbe law enforced, but intimated 
that it would be done if the Board did not 
do something in the matter witbin another 
week. 
Mr. McLaughlin said be didn’t like 
threats of that kind, and if the gentleman 
was getting impatient about it he had bet­ 
ter Dot delay, but commence his proposed 
action at once. 
Mayor Comstock said he would like a 
week in which to consult the District A t­ 
torney and Supervisors in regard to tbe 
matter, and the Board continued it until 
the next meeting. 


OVERTAXED BOILERS. 
A report was received from Mann A W il­ 
son, who had inspected the W ater W orks 
boilers for the last quarter. They state 
that the tubular boiler bad done more than 
the service usually required of such boil­ 
ers. They had run fifteen years, or five 
years over the average time, and would 
soon need repairs. 
Mr. W olf said the cubes could probably 
be used until next winter, when repairs 
should be made. 


BALCONIES THAT MUST GO. 
Mr. McLaughlin brought up the m atter 
of dangerous balconies, and asked Inspec­ 
tor Starr to enum erate w hat ones should 
be removed. 
Mr. Starr mentioned several that should 
be removed, and said be had notified the 
parties. 
Mr. M cLaughlin moved that Mr. Starr 
should be given men and have the aw n­ 
ings torn down.

The Board of Directors of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society met yesterday for the pur­ 
pose of arrapging the programme for the 
State Fair of 1890. Directors Hancock, 
Cox, Boggs, Chase, LaRue, Carr and Green 
were present. 
The Board decided to offer for 1891 fat 
stock premiums as follows: Thorough­ 
bred steer or spayed heifer, three years old 
and over, $40; second best, ditto, $20; best 
graded steer and heifer, three years old and 
over, $40; best two-year-old, $20. 
Action is taken at this time in order to 
give all ample notice. 
Carey R. Smith, of Santa Ana, was 
selected to judge the Holstein cattle. Mr. 
Smith is an Inspector of the National Asso­ 
ciation of Holstein Breeders, which insures 
proper judging in this class. 
The Board then proceeded to discuss the 
premium list, and the following are the 
principal changes m ade: It was ordered 
that all stock, save and except that owned 
in the States of Oregon, Nevada and Wash­ 
ington, must be in the State prior to June 
1st of each year to entitle them to exhibit. 
In the standard trotter class the rule will 
be strictly enforced (notice of which was 
given last year), that all animals competing 
in that class shall be duly registered in the 
Trotting Register. An additional premium 
was ordered in this class for mares four 
years old and over, with suckling colt, $40: 
second best, $20. 
The same additional prem ium s were 
made in the loadster class. 
The young herd prem ium in the Jersey 
class was stricken out. 
In herd sweepstakes for beef and milk 
breeds it was ordered that the prem ium be 
given tor the best herd, whicn shall consist 
of one bull and four cows, at the following 
ages: 
One four years old and over, one 
three years old, one two years old, and one 
one }*ear old. 
The special prem ium s offered by the 
Short-Horn arid Holstein-Friesian Associa­ 
tion, for cattle in those classes that shall 
obtain the award in the sweepstakes, were 
accented, and ordered printed in the regu­ 
lar prem ium list. 
In the class for sheep, it wss ordered that 
sheep shall not be recognized as eligible to 
entry, unless they trace to anim als re­ 
corded, or the exhibitor furnish in writing 
at the tim e of entry equally satisfactory 
evidence as to purity of breeding. 
Tbe usual cattle prem ium s were offered 
for Red Polled Angus. The sum of $2,500 
was appropriated for county exhibits. 
After a few additional and m inor changes 
tbe list of last year was adopted. 
The Board resolved to charge for the use 
of stabliDg at tbe park, and fixed the fol­ 
lowing rates per stall : 
In the new cottage 
stable, $5 per m onth; in the old cottage 
stable, $3 per m onth, and for all others $2 
per m onth. 
The Board found it necessary to derive 
some revenue for the use of the stalls, to 
pay for repairs and other expenses inci­ 
dental to the keeping up of the grounds, as 
there are no other resources available for 
this. 
The money appropriaied bv the 
State cannot be used for anything blit pre­ 
miums. 
No charge for horses entered in races 
will be made after the closing date of en­ 
tries.

THE KILEJING OF GARNE83. 
Continuing, witness said: On the m orn­ 
ing of January 50th J went across the*bay 
to Mills Seminary. 
Saw my daughter 
‘ Geneva there. She was looking pale and 
thin. Returned to this<city about 4 o’clock. 
W ent to the ctfhoc of attorney Goad, with 
whom i had frequently talked about the 
circulars. Tiren went to the office of de­ 
tective Curtia and talked w ith him about 
the circulars. Then-started' for the-Nevada 
Stables, on M arket street, to see W illiam 
Mellun. 
Wfren opposite (lie Peerless sa­ 
loon I saw Garaess on the sidewalk. 1 
hailed him , saying, “Hello,* G araess,” and 
stepped up to him. 
H e turned, and I said, 
“I want to talk w ith you.” H e replied, 
“ All right: let us go in 'here and take a 
drink.” 
He led th e way into the saloon, 
holding the door open form e. H e led the 
way through t be saloon into the back room. 
W hen we aat dow n'G araess p at his thum b 
on a button 
H e asked me when I was go­ 
ing home. I replied to-morrow or next 
day. The w aiter then came in. Garaess 
ordered 
cooktail a n d l plain whisky. 
H e s»id: “ Do you think Brooks had 
anything to do with this*?” 
' ■ plied; “*I do not.” 
said: 
“H e talks way-up.” 
. replied: “You wrote the circular.” 
H e replied: “ W hat if I d i d ,------------ 
you.” 
H e then jum ped u p en d put his hand 
behind him . 
I 'then drew a- pistol and 
fired. 
Repeated the firing. 1 was holding 
the pistol pointed at him when it was 
struck np fey Chsnowith. .H e shoved me 
out of the room and I gave up my pistol 
to him . I was then taken into an office 
and sat down. 
Sergeant Mash came in and another offi­ 
cer. Saw Chenowith give the8ergeant my 
pistol. W as taken t o 'the* City Prison by 
the Sergeant. Gn the way we conversed. 
I said : ** You will be surprised when you 
reach the prison to find out that you have 
got the wrong m an.” I m eant by that that 
the man who commences an assadlt ought 
to be arrested. 1 m eant that as Games» 
had begun the aseault he was the proper 
m an to be arrested. Did not then know 
that Cain ess was dead. 
“ Take the witness,” rem arked Mr. Del- 
mas. 
!PHX CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Cross-examined—A fte r'I fired the first 
shot he stooped when I fired again. Don't 
recollect our relative positions when I fired 
the third shot. A ery sood after 1 fired the 
fourth shot Chenowith came into the room. 
Garaess was stooping over when I fired the 
fourth shot. 
Counsel—W hat distance were you from 
Garaess when you tired tbe.first shot? 
W itness—I don’t know the size of the 
room. 
W e were not near together when I 
fired the first three shots, but were close to­ 
gether when I fired the fonrth tim e. Can’t 
tell where the first three shots struck. The 
fourth shot struok him in the shoulder. I 
think the first aud second shots struck him 
in the breast. 
“That is all,” rem arked District Attorney 
Hosruer. 
“T hat is all,” responded Mr. Delmas. 
CAJPTAJN iliBES iTESTTl'iES. 
Captain I. W. Lees was sworn and testi­ 
fied: 
“Am Captain of the detective force 
of this city. 
Was present when Garaess 
died in the City Receiving Hospital. Before 
he died he made to me an ante-mortem 
statem ent of theshooting. That statem ent 
was reduced to w riting” . ¡Statement pro­ 
duced.: 
Mr. Delmas—This is the same statement 
that was introduced in evidence in the Po­ 
lice Court? 
W itness—The writing doe' not contain 
all that Garaess said. 
The dying statem ent was then read by 
Mr. Delmas. 
W iiness—The abrupt endingof the pappr 
is due to the fact that his mind began to 
w ander and he could not articulate. This 
statem ent was m ade between 8 and 9 
o ’clock on the evening of Januarv 30th. 
Cross exam ined—That is not all Garaess 
said, but it is substantially tvbat he said in 
regard to the shooting. 
I afterward said 
the statem ent was not as fully taken down 
in long-hand a- it would have been by a 
stenographer, 
ife would talk very rapidiv, 
and cease talking for a m inute or so. lie 
would wander off on subjects connected 
w ith this m atter. I notice only one m is­ 
take in the statem ent as taken down. 
A REPORTER'S EVrW.NOE. 
C. M. Coe testified. "W as three years 
connected with the Examiner and am now 
w ith the Chronicle. 
In the fall of 1889 I 
was employed on the Exam.tt r. 
I met 
Garaess several tim es, but was not inti­ 
m ate with him . 
First met him in the 
Examiner office. 
Was introduced by Mr. 
W ard. 
I was detailed by W ard, city edi­ 
tor of the Examiner, to look up the circular 
business. 
He wanted me to interview A r­ 
nold on the matter; aiso, to see Carnees, 
saying he knew ail about it. Met Garaess 
in several places—Eruutiner office. Occi­ 
dental Hotel and on the street. 
We talked 
about the circulars. Interviewed W . S. 
Green of the Colusa 8ml. Harness told nte 
that Green was at the hotel and J had bet­ 
ter go and see him and ascertain about the 
circulars. 
H e intim ated that tbe circulars 
were printed in the Sun office. Saw Green 
at the Grand Hotel. Gar ness was with me 
from 10 o'doek until m idnight before I 
saw Green. After I saw Greeo Garaess 
asked m e what he said.

Am County 
Clerk. Arnold’s reputation in that plaoe 
is good. I received two of tbe circulars 
Bpoken of, through the mail. Gave Mr. 
Arnold the envelopes and the second circu­ 
lar I received. 
On cross-examination the witness said be 
had no particular social relations with A r­ 
nold. 
W m. P. H arrington, Cashier of the Co­ 
lusa Bank, had known Arnold for fifteen 
or twenty years, and his reputation -for 
peace and quietness am ong his neighbors 
is good. W itness and his wife each re­ 
ceived a circular through the m ail. “ De­ 
stroyed both circulars as soon as received. 
Talked w ith Arnold in the bank after re­ 
ceiving the last circular. H e appeared to 
be greatly worried and very anxious about 
the m atter. U p to the issuing of tbe cir­ 
culars Arnold was one of tbe most cheerful 
men in our comm unity. Afterward there 
was a m arked change in his appearance 
and actions. H e became absent-nsinded. 
He would sit in my office w ith his arms 
folded and did n o t appear to be aware of 
my preseoce.” 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
W . S. Green has been editor of the 
Colusa &K.n for twenty-four years. Tbe 
reputation Of Arnold in Colusa is good. 
Know of the spreading of the circulars in 
that place. 
Noticed a great change in A r­ 
nold after that. Came down to San F ra n ­ 
cisco with Arnold on tbe 22d of last Jan u ­ 
ary. H e was then nervous, eyes unsteady, 
and I thought that he was on the verge of 
insanity. 
J. W. Forler testified: Have resided in 
Colusa since '1876, and have known Arnold 
since then. H is reputation in that com­ 
m unity is good as any m an's. Received 
this envelope in September, 18S9. In con­ 
tained one of the circulars. Gave it to Ar­ 
nold. Saw 8. W. Garness in Colusa dur­ 
ing the distribution of the circulars-several 
times. W hen we met the circulars were 
spoken of. He claimed to be a friend of 
Arnold. After I removed to m y insurance 
office Garness came in and watched A r­ 
nold and Green when they were talking 
together across the street, Garness said, 
‘‘I expect there will be a little fun over 
this.” E e once said: “This pistol wears 
m y pocket.” I remarked that I would put 
it in the safe. He took it out of his pocket 
and showed it to me. Am familiar with 
the handw riting of Garness. H e wrote me 
a letter. This is a press copy of th e letter. 
I sent tbe original back to him . 
The prosecution objected to the press 
copy being introduced in evidenoe because 
it was not in the handw riting of (he party. 
Sustained. 


ANorru-ss r epo r te r' s t e s t ik c n y . 
W m .K . H art, recalled: Am a newspaper 
writer. Early in January last I met Gar­ 
ness in the Peerless Saloon, the day after I 
had m et him , Arnold and W ard in the 
same place. As I entered he said, “ Hello, 
H art? 
I replied: “Go away from me. 
I 
d on’t want anything to do with you. You 
are actiDg very foolishly.” H e said, “T hat 
is all right. 1 can take care of myself. I 
would like to-Bee him fire the first shot. I 
am fixed myself,” at the same tim e partly 
exhibiting a pistol.

C h aracter o f - th e T e stim o n y In trod u ced 
—b e t te r W ritten to H enr. 
S an F rancisco, May 19th.—The trial of 
John F. Naughton was continued this 
morning in Judge F inn's Court. 
Myron £ . Stauford was again on the 
stand. Identified certain articles shown as 
the sash and window of room li . M urphy 
building. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Deu- 
prey, witK-ess said he had made no m eas­ 
urements from the floor to the point where 
tbe bullet had penetrated the sash and 
window. 
Thomae B. Judson, police officer, testified 
to being cn duty at the Southern .Police 
Station on the night of February S, 1890. 
Identified th e pisto'l shown as one banded 
to him that evening by officer Mahoney. 
W illiam Cullen, property clerk of the 
Police Department, identified the pistol 
shown as one he received on February 4, 
1890. from officer'Newman. 
Officer Newntan testified to receiving the 
pistol from the prison-keeper at the South­ 
ern Police Station and giving it to the 
property clerk. 
Mrs. John A. Benson was called and said 
that she was the m other of Marcus M. 
H err. On the night of February 3,1890, 
deceased left witness’ house, where he was 
then residing, at 7 o’clock, saving that he 
was going to insure the Archbishop. 
W it­ 
ness identified several articles of clothing 
shown as that worn by deceased on that 
evening. 
Cross examined, witness said that from 
her residence on Howard street it took 
about fifteen m inutes to reach the M urphy 
building. The suit her son wore that 
evening was not his best suit. 
M. C. Hassett recalled—Identified a letter 
shown as being in the handw riting of Mar­ 
cus M. Herr, deoeased. First saw it in the 
safeof room 11, Murphy building when, in 
company of officer Hogan, he 
looked 
through Mr. H err's ¿papers. 
Mr. Deuprey objected to the admission erf 
this paper, which objection Judge Finn sus­ 
tained. 
Mr. Vast Duzer, however, con­ 
trived to get it before tne jury. It was an 
estimate of a policy of $5,000 in the E qui­ 
table Life Insurance Company. 
Cross-examined— Witness said he did not 
know that Mr. Herr'o first name was Mi­ 
chael. and that Maraus was only an as­ 
sumed name. 
Detective Hogan was recalled. H e identi­ 
fied a curtain shown as one he found under 
a counter in room 1L, Murphy building, on 
February 4, 1890. A bundle of papero 
snown was also identified. Papers and ar­ 
ticles taken from Naughton’a person at the 
time of his arrest were oflered for identifi­ 
cation, but on Mr. Deuprey's objection were 
w ithdrawn. 
Cross-examined, witness recognizedjl'an 
indentation on the desk in Court as one be 
bad seen when in company with Mr. Deu­ 
prey on February 6th.

C h an ges

in th e O ffice. 
San Francisco, May 19th.—A reform at 
Southern Pacific headquarters, doe directly 
to recent investigations by Mr. Huntington, 
with a view to ordering “down brakes,” is 
the consolidation erf the Auditing depart­ 
ment of the Coast and South Pacific Coast 
divisions with the same department of the 
Pacific system. This change will be made 
July 1st. C. J. Robinson, Auditor of the 
divisions named, has been notified by Sec­ 
retary Lansing that the services of all the 
clerks in his department, numbering thirty 
or more, would be ended June 30:h. A 
certain number of clerks, probably two- 
thirds, «rill be re-employed and placed in 
the different offices to which the work is to 
be transferred. 
Mr. Robincon will be given a place in 
General A uditor W right's office. Some of 
the clerks will go into Ticket Auditor Mc­ 
Cullough's rooms, some to Freight A uditor 
W ilder's tnp-story quarters, and some will 
bs under N. H. Foster, the Auditor of mo­ 
tive power. The announced change has 
caused considerable talk, and speculation 
is rife as to which of JJr, Robinson s men 


will be dropped altogether in the consoli­ 
dation. 
' 
More economy in the law department of 
the company is also to be observed. A lot 
of interior country lawyers have been 
dropped from the salary rolls. H ereafter if 
any work is demanded of them in their 
districts, they will be paid as they w ould 
be by any other client, a certain fee for 
work performed. L. D. McKisidk retires 
as Colonel Haym ond’s associate, and E. L.

She D o es Up a L ot Of San J o a q u in C ounty 
F a rm ers. 
Stockton, May 19th.—For the past few 
days this city has been overrun with a del­ 
egation of grangers, and the object of their 
presence in tbe city became known to day. 
Several m ouths ago a sharp-witted woman 
nam ed E. N. Cooper, who claims to have 
been for several years in Government 
offices in W ashington, inaugurated a little 
scheme whereby she has placed several 
shekels in ber pocket, bat has also placed 
herself in a very dangerous position. She 
claimed tbat a large am ount of land held 
by Jacob Brack of Brack’s Landing, located 
in the northwestern portion of this county 
as swamp and overflowed land, was ille­ 
gally in his possession, as some was not 
sw am p and overflowed land. 
She induced thirty-six farmers to pay 
ber $31 each, under a claim that she nad 
influence at W ashington and could get the 
Land Commission to declare the land open 
to settlers, and the farmers coaid then file 
on the land. The farmers bit at the scheme 
eagerly and put up the money with alac­ 
rity. 
After some m onths had elapsed 
the 
dupes became uneasy and began an inves­ 
tigation. Mrs. Cooper p at them off with 
various excuses and for a tim e succeeded 
in allaying their suspicions. Mrs. Cooper 
made several trips to Sacramento on busi­ 
ness connected with the land, so she told 
her dupes, and last Thursday several farm ­ 
ers went to Sacramento to investigate for 
themselves. 
The clim ax was reached a few days ago, 
when Mrs. Cooper, unable to stand off 
some Of the farmers, executed to three of 
them a w ritten statem ent tbat tbe money 
obtained from them had been obtained un­ 
der false pretenses. 
To-day an angry mob has been besieging 
tbe woman and dem anding a return of 
their money. 8ome she quieted by giving 
them her note for the am ount, but others 
declare that unless their money is refunded 
in the m orning they will swear to a com­ 
plaint against her for obtaining money un­ 
der false pretenses. 


NO M O RE SLOGS. 


A W ash in gton C ounty C om es Oirt A g a in st 
T h em , an d W ill H a v e N o M ore. 
T acoma 
(W ash.), 
May 19th.—In the 
future, slogging matches which have been 
publicly announced are to be prohibited in 
Price county. This was given out authori­ 
tatively from Sheriff Price. 
Yesterday 
Deputy Sheriff H icks and two assistants 
stopped the tight announced to take place 
at the “Zoo” Gardens between Jack Con­ 
nolly and “Fido” Mulligan. 
Sheriff Price said to-day: “ W e Shall pro­ 
hibit fights when they are publicly an­ 
nounced. or we will learn by other means 
where they are to be held. 
People are 
com plairing of theiu, and the community 
cannot afford to allow such a elate of affairs 
to exist. Scientific exhibitions of skill in 
an ordinary way are all right, but slogging 
matches are not, and the law shall be en­ 
forced.” 
Judge Allen, of the Superior Court, has 
also denounced prize-fighting as now car­ 
ried on. and has given oat that he will 
lend his aid in suppressing it. 
According 
to the statutes of W ashington, prize-fight­ 
ing or aiding or abetting the same is pun­ 
ishable, upon conviction, by im prisonm ent 
of from one to five years in the peniten­ 
tiary or a fine of from $500 to $2,000, or 
both, in the discretion of the Court. The 
probable effect of the policy to be pursued 
by the officers will be to keep future prize­ 
fights quiet.

L ondon, May 19th.—The row that finally 
ruptured the firm of Gilbert & Sullivan is 
said to have all been on account of a car­ 
pet. Their business was always done on a 
sharing system, expenses of all kinds be­ 
ing charged against tbe receipts, and tbe 
profits divided between Gilbert, Sullivan 
and D'Ovley Carte. W hile Gilbert was in 
India, just after the production of “The 
Gondoliers,” Carte purchased new carpets 
for the theater. 
W hen Gilbert returned 
he objected to the expense. Carte m ain­ 
tained tbat tbe purchase was justified and 
the two appealed to Sullivan, who sided 
with Carte. 
As a great m any people have 
occasion to know, Gilbert is endowed with 
a tem per not mild, aud when he gets into 
a row he generally sees it through. 
H e 
did so in this case, the result being a disso­ 
lution of copartnership. 
Gilbert is now looking for a composer to 
collaborate with. It is said that Alfred C. 
Ellier will be the new partner, or, at least, 
will collaborate iu a new opera with which 
Horace Sedger will commence his occu­ 
pancy of the Lyric Theater. 
Sullivan 
does Dot w ant a new partner, and declares 
that he will confine him self hereafter to 
grand opera. This combination of circum ­ 
stances will necessitate a change in the 
policy of the Savoy Theater alter the run 
of the "Gondoliers” is over.

A large num ber of nten have 
been working steadily for nearly ten days 
at union rates and hours, but in conse­ 
quence of tbe refusal of a majority of the 
members of the Builders’ Exchange to ac­ 
cede to the demands of tbe strikers it was 
decided to call out alt who were at work 
until satisfactory arrangem ents could be 
tuade.

h e b o a r d o f t r u s t e e s o f t h e c i t y 
of Sacram ento do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It is hereby determ ined by the 
Board of Trustees of th e City of Sacram ento th at 
the public interest dem ands th e im provem ent 
of the streets of the city oi Sacram ento, aud 
th a t to m ake and carry out said im provem ent of 
th e streets, it w ill be necessary to incur an in­ 
debtedness on the part of Jh e city; th a t tbe im ­ 
provem ent of the streets w ill prom ote aud ad ­ 
vance the interests and com fort of said citv; 
th a t the estim ated cost of such im provem ent 
w ill be 5110,000; th a t the m anner of im proving 
said streets shall be designated and described 
in an ordinance calling such special election to 
be hereafter published. 
Section 2. It is iu rth er considered th a t the 
cost of the im provem ent of said streets is too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary annual rev­ 
enue an a incom e of the city provided for such 
purposes. 
Section 3. The Board of Trustees of the citv of 
Sacram ento shall, alter the publication of this 
ordinance for at least tw o weeks in the Daily 
Bee, a new spaper published in the city of Sac­ 
ram ento, cause to be published an ordinance 
passed in conform ity to the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 2 of an Act of the Legislature of this State, 
entitled an "A ct A uthorizing the Incurring of 
Indebtedness by Cities, Towns and M unicipal 
Corporations, Incorporated Under the Laws of 
this State," approved M arch 19, 1SS9, calling a 
special election aud subm itting to the qualified 
electors of the city of Sacram ento the proposi­ 
tion of incurring the indebtedness for tn e pur­ 
pose set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling tbe said special election shall 
be published once a day for ten days in the 
Daily Bee, a new spaper printed aud published 
in the said city of Sacram ento, and shall recite 
the purpose lor w hich the said indebtedness is 
proposed to be incurred, in accordance w ith the 
provisions of Section 2, of the Act of the Legis­ 
lature of this State, approved March 19, 1889, 
hereinbefore m entioned.

A 
N ORDINANCE FOR THE PROTECTION 
oi w ild gam e in the county of Sacram ento, 
California: 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacram ento 
county do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlaw ful betw een the 
first dsy of April and the fifteenth day o f Sep­ 
tem ber of each year, in the county of Sacra­ 
m ento, to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy any specie of w ild duck in said county, 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a m isdem eanor. 
Section 2. I t shall be unlaw ful betw een the 
first day of January and the first day of Julv of 
each year, to hnnt, kill or destroy doves In :aid 
county, and any person so offending shall be 
guilty of & m isdem eanor. 
Section 3. Every person who shall h ave in his 
possession, or shall give aw ay, or expose for 
sale, any specie of w ild duck or doves at a tim e 
w hen it is unlaw ful to kill the sam e, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be guilty of a m isde­ 
m eanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances and parts of ordi­ 
nances in conflict w ith this ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
Section 5. This ordinance shall tak e effect 
fifteen days after its passage.
